The additional requirement of a 
half-course per week in the Sopho- 
more and Junior classes takes effect 
with the opening of college this fall.

Throughout the Sophomore year a 
half-course in agriculture, or any 
other acceptable elective course, will 
be required of all young men, and a 
half-course in domestic art, library 
cataloguing, or some other elective, 
will be required of all the young wo- 
men. Throughout the Junior year 
a half-course will be required of all 
the students ; the young men will 
pursue chemistry, agriculture, or 
some other elective subject agreed 
upon by the Faculty, and the young 
women, domestic art, library cata- 
loguing, or some other elective. 

Congress has made an appropria 
tion of $143,000 for a new dormi- 
tory for the young women. During 
its construe ion through the coming 
college year, the young women will 
be lodged in the homes of members 
of the Faculty. 

Georgia School. — Mr. Wes- 
ley O. Connor has retired from the 
principalship after fifty years of ser 
vice and has been elected Principal 
Emeritus. He is now residing with 
his family about a mile from the 
School. He began his work as a 
teacher in the Georgia School fifty- 
nine years ago, but resigned in 1861 
to enter the Confederate army as a 
private. He served through the 
war, ending his career as a soldier 
in prison at Camp Chase, near Co- 
lumbus, O. The esteem in which he 
is held by his old comrades is shown 
by his election, a few years ago, to 
the position of Adjutant General of 
the Georgia Division of the United 
Confederate Veterans. After the 
war he eugaged in farming in Ala- 
bama, intending to make that his 
life work, but in 1866 he was elect- 
ed Principal of the Georgia School. 
From 1890 to 1895 he was a member 
of the Executive Committee which 
directs the publication of the Annals. 
He has been a very regular atten- 
dant at conventions and conferences, 
beginning with the First Conference 
of Superintendents and Principals 
held at Washington in 1868, only 
two other members of which are 
now living. He was President of 
the Fourteenth Convention of Ame- 
rican Instructors in 1888, at which 
the present permanent organization 
of the Convention was effected 
Few men in the profession are so 
well known and so much beloved as 
Mr. Connor. 

His successor is Mr. James Coffee 
Harris, M. A., who for twenty-four 
years hss been Superintendent of 
the public school system of Rome, 
Georgia, an office to which he was 
re-elected from year to year by an 
unanimous vote. He is familiar 
with the deaf, having been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
Georgia School and chairman of the 
Executive Committee of that body 
for sixteeu years. He is the author 
of several popular works on science.

To his several other excellent con- 
tributions of useful and helpful aids 
for the use of deaf pupils in acquir- 
ing English, Superintendent Jones 
has added still another, which, 
while dedicated to the deaf children 
of Ohio and intended specially for 
their benefit, will prove of service to 
all deaf children and become a valu- 
able guide to teachers.

Oallaud< t, 48 Washington, 

Outclassed, outrun, out played. In 
every department of the gridiron 
game, Washington College was able 
to offer lull a weak resistance to 
Gallaudet, in the Buff and Blue's 
first home game of the season, stag 
ed ou Garlic Field last Saturday 
afternoon. In fact, the Chester - 
town representatives were aide to 
afford the greatly strengthened and 
more formidable Gallaudet eleven 
only fair practice. At no time 
during the whole contest did they 
have any thing even remotely resem 
tiling a dangerous offensive. A- 
for their defense — look at the score 1 
In this game, Gillaudet present 
ed a far more imposing appearance 
than she had a week before, she 
succumbed to Virginia Military 
Institute. The whole team seemed 
curiously altered. There was more 
confidence in the backfleld. There 
was more staunchness iu the line. 
Moreover, the team had what it 
has needed most, the old time Gal- 
laudet brand of fighting spirit. 

Things began to look gloomy foi 
Gallaudet at the outset, a fluky end 
run ami a blocked punt giving the 
Chestertown Eleven the ball on the 
Buff and Blue's ten-yard line. 
That was as near as they ever got 
to Gallaudet's goal, however, for 
the Kendall Greeners' line held like 
a wall of steel and the ball changed 
hands. Then Gallaudet began a 
steady march down the field, that 
continued without intermission for 
the rest of the game. The ease 
with which the Buff and Blue MOT 
ed, aud the evident helplessness of 
her opponents, robbed the game of 
thrills. Gallaudet resorted to 
straight foot-ball most of the time, 
but occasionally used a forward 
heave or criss-cross play to advan- 
tage. 

The work of Capt. Marshall and 
Cloud featured Gallaudet's play, 
Marshall put up his usual heady- 
game at quarterback, securing four 
of the team's touchdowns, and kick- 
ing a goal from placement. Cloud, 
who had been putting np a bril- 
liant game at tackle, was moved to 
the back field and seemed to fit In to 
perfection.

The longer I serve as the head of 
the Impostor Bureau the more 
amazed I am at the wide variety of 
brilliant ideas devised by deaf work 
era.

Remember Melville John Matheis, 
our Bureau's brilliant representative 
before the American Bar Association 
when it met in his home town. Silt 
Lake City, Utah, Last year ? Want 
to hear the latest of this versatile 
young hurricane ? 

En route to jNew York, on Bar 
Association business for one thing, 
but let him tell it : 

" Kn route Bast I carried several 
impostor's cards, and whenever I 
made friends on the Pullmans I 
passed the cards around to the 
travelers, and before they had a 
chance to sympathize with me 
(a poor beggar) aud hand me a 
little loose change, I used my speed 
and turned the cards over. Right 
here thev opened their eyes and 
read those ox-blood stickers pasted 
on the back of the cards. After 
that they asked me all kinds of 
questions about the deaf and the 
difference between the deaf and the 
fakirs. 

" Homeward bound from Wash- 
ing I did.the same stunt, and am for- 
warding you the addresses of two 
big men who are ready to assist us 
to a great extent. The one from 
Arkansas is a full-fledged trouble- 
maker for criminals, and he wants 
full data about the impostors, then 
will press a bill at the next legisla- 
ture. Hurry up, and look in your old 
cracker box and see if Arkansas has 
done anything so far ; if not, write 
this guy. The other one speaks for 
itself and you can do the rest." 

"The other one, " as he calls him, 
is the head of the Newspaper Enter- 
prise Association, who will try to 
"give us a wide play in the United 
States. " Accordingly I am for- 
warding some strong fact and figures, 
pictures of begging cards, and a lot 
of other things from which the 
Press Association should be able to 
make out a convincing story, Even 
should the syndicate article reach 
only a half million readers (a con- 
servative estimate) it will be several 
thousand dollars worth of publicity 
secured free of charge. 

Young Matheis is to be congratu- 
lated on his bravery and initiative. 
While it might seem an embarrass- 
ing trick to play on the rich and 
powerful, results are beyond com- 
pute. So long as the N. A. D. has 
men like Matheis, Howson, Waring 
and Mueller, to give you the labor of 
their great minds for nothing, why 
begrudge a bare fifty cents a year to 
pay their postage bills Remember, 
not one of us gets a cent in 
graft or salary. 

An Impostor called on Dr. Rey- 
nolds of Pasadena, Cal. "Having 
lately lost my speech and hearing 
I desire funds to learn a Mute's 
education," read his cards. Dr 
Reynolds felt very sorry for the 
poor "deaf-mute." He called in 
Dr. McCoy, a noted surgeon. Dr. 
McCoy decided to help the poor 
'• mute " recover his lost senses, mo 
prepared for an operation The 
" deaf" man waited until the 
knives were ready and he had a 
whiff of ammonia from a cone, 
then with a yell of " Murder II" 
that brought the police, he suddenly 
found he could hear aud talk as well 
aa any one. 

The police judge ordered bim to 
leave town. 

Isn't it wonderful what miracles 
modern surgery can accomplish ? 

Dr. Reynolda is a friend of a 
deaf couple, who doubtlessly led 
him to believe that the deaf do not 
beg. Every influential friend we 
make counts. 

Nebraska Chief P. E. Seeley 
writes from Omaha: "Your press 
circulars went all over the State and 
apparently struck borne. Though 
parties do not remember nor file 
away names, they remember the 
address, and when a case comes up 
simply write 'the deaf school.' For 
example, see accompanying letter 
from John J. Unbehaun of the Com- 
mercial Club of Deshler, asking me 
regarding Joe Thompson, claiming 
to be deaf and dumb, who applied to 
the club for a permit to solicit money 
in that town." 

When a chamber of commerce will 
deign to rely upon the say-so a deaf 
man It would teem we deaf were 



really becoming a power in the com- 
monwealth. 

I can not give more than a frac- 
tion of the many interesting evi- 
dences of the worth-while work your 
Impostor Bureau headquarters is con- 
stantly receving. Editor Hodgson's 
space is limited. But let me tell you 
in all seriousness, gentle reader, if 
you could look over my mail for 
only one week you would no longer 
be one of the skeptics who inquire 
" What is the N. A. D. doing to 
help me?" 

For every little achievement makes 
for perfection, and that perfection 
means more work, more money, 
more prestige for you — for you and 
me, and every deaf man and woman 
in America.

Preparedness 

A lecture on Preparedness and a 
series of songs and recitations in 
which not a word was spoken, com- 
prised the program of the Los An 
geles members of the National Asso- 
ciation of the Deaf, who met last 
night in Grant Hall, 730 South Ave- 
nue.

Mr Green is a graduate of the 
Philadelphia School, formerly was 
a printer, and worked at his trade 
with (he Weslebote of this city, 
1889-1890. He is now a garment 
cleaner and presser in Toledo. 
Mrs. Green is a graduate of the 
school here. She brought the snit 
against her husband for cruelty. 
Two days were occupied in the trial, 
each side having six Witnesses, the 
•ddest sou siding with ins father. 
The whole trouble between the 
parties seems to have come from 
listening to gossip brought Mis. 
Gr««ij by outside parties. 

Judge Johnson refused them a 
divorce, but granted a separation, 
the defendant to pay the court 
costs except fifteen dollars, which 
Mrs. Green is to pay. The younger 
sou is placed in the care of his 
mother, aud the defendant is to 
contribute $2 60 a week for its 
support, and also pay Mrs. Green's 
lawyer's fees in this case. The 
child may not be taken out of Lucas 
County without the judge's permis 
sion, and he will not grant it with- 
out first consulting Mr. Green. 
Mrs. Green has a good position iu 
Cleveland, and is anxious to go 
there, and Mr. Green may give his 
consent, Itecanse of the trouble some 
of the Toledo deaf have given them. 
Mr Green owns property In West 
Toledo, to which Mrs. Green is to 
have no claim, in case Mrs Green 
is given permission to go to Cleve- 
land. Mr Green, after the 
European War is over, can take his 
child to Europe, where he has nieces 
and nephews in Berlin, Germany. 
Those who were iu the court room 
at the time, thought the decision of 
the judge a very wise, good and 
just one.
